afforded by this pioneer law.

tive features of the law approaches, 
ihe unemployment insurance depart- 
ment predicts that monthly contribu-

Alas! Were he but six years old, I 


could not do that. The first thing I 
tell all mothers is never to fool with 
ears. If there is any pain or sign of 
trouble with hearing, that is one thing 
beyond home treatment. 


Of course, mothers who have had 


experience with "bealed" ears learn 
from their doctors how to gently flush 
them out with prescribed solutions, 
and when to use cold compacts and 
when warm ones. But these things 
should always be done under direc- 
tion. 


As for deafness or growing danger 


of it, what is to be said? There are 
many causes. If you have ever stud- 
ied .the ear structure and the delicate 
workings of the labyrinth, the chain 
of tiny bones (smallest in the body), 
.ear.fluids and tubes you would know 
just why no magic cure for deafness 
has been found. 


Personally I believe, great things 


are just around the corner. Even the 
greatest specialists concede that the 
end of the.road is not reached by any 
means and that research still has more 
rabbits in the hat than have yet been 
revealed.to science. 


Ear'P.hones Alleviate Deafness 


This'does not mean that most cases 


of ear trouble cannot be helped. Per- 
haps not perfectly, but progressive 
trouble can often be arrested by 
treatment before the mechanics of the 
ear machine become permanently im- 
paired. There are also several de- 
vices called acousticons or ear phones 
that aid hearing; the principle of these 
varies, depending on the cause of 
deafness. 


Sometimes people who cannot hear 


I at all in certain localities find their 
hearing improved in higher altitudes. 
Again"-those who have lived in dry 


j climates find they hear better when 


I visiting in communities near water. 
jit depends on the cause of the ear 
j defects, and these causes often a,re 
difficult to diagnose. 


An ear specialist told me that he 


I suffered with periodic illness trace- 
j able to ear fluid, but he could do 
j nothing about it as it was one of those 


i things science had not yet mastered. 


I That was a year or so ago. And so it 
Igoes. Daily there is more hope for 
;the deaf, or the near-deaf, in search 
of cure just as there ia hope for the 
^legion other troubles of the human 
body.

jina; or with any sign of ear infec- 
tion, need the attention of profession- 


j al;;. Quick treatment of infection is 
j imperative to avoid the dread mas- 
itoid disease, which can be fatal. Any 
, pain in the ear or behind the ear 
| should be looked after immediately.

Vain and Foolish King 


Turned Away When Re- 
fused Sight of Miracles 


Another picture of Christ as a pris- 


oner was painted Wednesday night 
by the Rev. Guy D. Holt in the pro- 
Easier meeting being conducted iit 
First Christian church. 


The subject of the message was 


Christ before Herod, and Mr. Holt 
pictured Jesus as He was taken from 
Pilate's pi,tace' into the strets of Jeru- 
salem and hence to the palace of 
Herod, the vile, cruel, volumptous. 
sensual Tetrnrch of Galilee. 


The minister said: 
'Tliis man Herod was the son of 


Herod the Great who was responsible 
for tho slaughter of the infants. He 
was also the Herod who divorced his 
wife or rather ran her off and took 
his brother's wife and lived in ndul- 
try with her—it was this woman who 
planned that Herod should behead 
John the Baptist, which he did and 
gave the head to this svomuns daugh- 
ter. 


'He had for a long time wanted to 


sec Jesus, and so he was bery glad 
when informed that Pilate wcs sending 
the Nav.arenc to him. Herod felt sure 
that Jesus would consider a privilege 
to perform before him n great Herod, 
and so he called together 
all 
the 


members of his court into his great 
reception room and they waited ex- 
pectantly for Jesus to be brought in. 


"Jesus wus brought into this great 


hall amid laughter and talking with 
much anticipation of a very interest- 
ing show being given for their en- 
tertainment, for Herod was a great 
lover of all that entertained, and was 
ever on the lookout for some new 
form. 


"Herod opened his court with flat- 


tery, saying, 'So thou art Jesiis the 
Nazarene, of whom I have heard so 
much?' 'Since thou art a Galilean I 
must see thotthou receivest justice.' 


" 'I would not have the perform 


some miracle for me,' and he gave or- 
ders to Jesus that He do many use- 
less things of a miraculous nature." 


Mr. Holt painted Jesus as standing 


before H6rod, with head bowed, with 
Herod trying again and again to make 
Him speak or perform for him, and 
when Jesus failed to respond Herod 
became disgusted and 
was 
greatly 


disappointed, so he turned his back 
upon Him and gave order thnt He be 
token back to Pilate, and He sent 
Him back without a word that would 
help Jesus in anyway. 


The minister's closing remarks were: 
"The people of today in great num- 


bers are also turning their backs on 
Jesus because He fails to entertain 
them in the way they desire. These 
people are so desirous of plasures 
that they crowd Jesus out nnd go on 
living in sin because they can then 
enjoy the things that appeal to them. 
Jesus stood with bowed head before 
Herod because he was the very em- 
bodiment of sin nnd unrighteousness. 
Jesus loves righteousness, but the life 
Herod lived and the kind many arc 
living today causes Jesus to bow his 
head in sorrow.
